MOSCOW, March 12 (U.R) — British Forcijin Secretary 
EmcBt Bcvin will strilte back sharply at V, M. Molotov today 
in the biff four mcoting, demanding that the Russians ex- 
plain what they are doing with the German prisoners they 
hold, it was Jcamcd. 

Bcvin has decided upon a strong retort to Molotov' 
charge yesterday that the British have failed to demilitarize 
their zone of Germany and are keeping more than 80,000 
■ Germans in military "forma- 
tions. Molotov also implied 
that the British are 'hiding 
war criminals in the rightist 
Yugoslav and Polish military 
units.

WASHINO'TON, March 11 m — 
President Truman left the capital 
at l:iS p. m. (EST) today for a four 
days' re.ll at Key West. Fla., after 
delivering a historic foreign policy 
addreu lo congress. 

He was accompanied on his per. 
BOnal plajie, the "Sacred Cow," bj 
Adm, William D. Leahy, personal 
chief ot staff; and several aides. 

Another plane carried 3D other 
members of the porty. Including 
:crcl service and newsmen. 
Tlio chief executive Is making the 
trip on orxlers of his personal ,phys|. 
clan, 

It was the developing Mediterran- 
ean crisis which forced Mr. TTuiaao 
to cancel his plans for a. takeoff 
last Saturday on what had bwn 
planned as a 33-day absence from 
■'le capital. 

In announcing the new, bob- 
tailed version of that trip. Presiden- 
tial Press Secretjin' Charles G. Hosa

3. Special authority for "the speediest and most effective 
use of supplies, equipment and money. 

4. For more money and authority if "needed ... to sup- 
port free peoples who are resisting attempted subjugation " 

Again without specifying Moscow, Mr. Truman charged 
violation of the Roosevclt- 
Stalin-ChurchlU agreement In 
Poland, Romania and Bulgaria. 
He said communists lead the 
"terrorist activities" against 
the tottering Greek govern- 
ment. 

Pocing congress from the speak- 
er's dais In the house chamber, Mr. 
Ttuman ouUlned Uiis policy: 

"I believe Uiat It must be the 
policy of the United Statei to tup- 
txirt free peoples who are rcslsUng 
attampled subjugation by aimed 
mInorlUea or by outside pressure. 
Aid Free People 

'I believe that we must assist free 
peoples to work out their own des- 
tinies In their own way.

LONDON, March 13 lUJO— Wliutoii 
Churchill, rising to move a vole 
of no-conlldcnee against Uic labor 
government today, accused it ol 
perpetrating a "crime against Uio 
British fltatc and people" in pursu- 
ing Its policies. 

Churchill, leading tho opposlUon 
attack on Uic government In com- 
mons debate on hibor's economic 
teneU, unllmbcred the big guns of 
his famous oratorical arsenal. 
Accuses GoTemmeot 
Churchill accused the labor gov- 
criunent of Impoilng "a rule ot sect 
on the BrlUsh people In Uielr direct 
economic crisis," He said the problem 
required Uie lUengUi of a united 
people, but instead the "sodallit 
Bovemmcni in its hour of unex- 
pected triumph Imposed a rule of 
seel." 

"Having polled only 37 per cent 
of tho total electorate, they (the 
laborllcs) ncvcrUicless deemed It 
Uieir mission lo Impose their par- 
ticular Ideological formuUc and 
theories upon Uic rest of Uielr fellow 
counu-ymen, rtjardleas of the perU 
in which we stood, regardless of Uie 
urgency ot the fork to be done, and 
most ot all regardless ot Uie coro- 
radwlilp by which we survived Uie 
war," he said.

DOWN PAYMENT 
DELIVERS 
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WHO HAS THE REAL ANSAVER? 
General Eisenhower had somethlnff cpecl 
lie to say about military economy In his 
apeech nt a St. Loul5 civic reception In hla 
honor. And spccUlc statement on national 
derensc arc something or a rarity these days. 

"For example." aald the chief of ataff, get- 
ting right down to cases, "a profusion of mili- 
tary posts, once necessary lor the protection 
of pioneers, should not be consolidated In 
the Interests of eronomlcal administration 
and professional efficiency." 

Apparently the general wa.s spcaklntt serl 
ously. But the rest of us may be forgiven a 
chuckle over this cautlovt proposal 
streamline a setup which dotes from the 
covered-wagon days of "Injun" warfare and 
which was dictated by their needs. 

Wo may also be forgiven It we wonder what 
other obsolete practices, methods, and cqulp' 
ment there are In all the services which 
might be abolished. "There Is no risk of dan- 
ger In such cconofliy," General Eisenhower 
said. "Quito the contrary; but neither Is there 
any economy In military nakedness." 

That is all true. But where docs effective 
economy end and milltory nakedness begin? 
ConBTess seems determined to cut the mili- 
tary budget, but where will the cuts be ap- 
plied? Does congress know? Do the army, 
navy and air forces know? 

What precisely is the streamlined, efficient, 
forward-looking goal of our military spend- 
ing, anyway? Perhaps the answer of "an ade- 
quate national defense" will do for the public. 
But who has the real answer? 

It seems a cinch that the disagreeing con' 
grcssmen don't. It Is doubtful that the war 
and navy departments can agree on 
answer. But the answer must be found pretty 
soon. Otherwise, wo may be faced with the 
choice of writing a blank check to the services 
to be spent as they see fit or Indulging In 
what General Elsenhower calls "the stagger- 
ing extravagance of pcnny-wls.o policies." 

We cannot afford to disarm. Nelether can 
we afford spending money to suit the whims 
or satisfy the professional Jealousies ol gen- 
erals wh,o t1<^c their cavalry horses backward 
or admirals who still view the iilrplane with 
suspicion. 

Congress seems In no mood to conduct a 
painstaking survey of the whole situation. So 
perhaps the best that the country can hope 
for this year Is a cut In military approprh 
tlons that Is not too drastic and a voluntary 
economy program by the arriied services. 

Meanwhile wo may only hope that the pres- 
ent delay and contusion will not prove too 
costly. And that hope Is a far cry from an 
unbiased, non-polltlcal appraisal of our whole 
program of national defense. 



HIGH COST OF HIGHER LEAnNING 
All of America's educational headaches 
aren't In the public schools. They're worse 
there, of course, with too few qualified teach- 
ers and too little money to pay them. But the 
colleges have their troubles, too. And these 
seem likely to grow worse as the public 
school problems arc solved. 

What the colleges are up against Is told In 
the current Issue of School and Society by W. 
Emerson Reck, public relations director at 
Colgate unlversl^. The article Is the outcome 
of a survey ol 124 colleges In 34 states which 
Mr. Reck conducted under sponsorship of the 
Society for the Advancement of Education 
and the American College Public Relations 
association. 

Parents and students may have wondered 
why. with a bumper enrollment ol veterans, 
most colleges have raised their tuition. 
Alumni may have become Impatient at the 
continuing appeals tor donations Irom alma 
mater. Mr. Reck explains the money famine 
in the midst of plenteous enrollment. 

The Influx of more than 1.000,000 cx-OI's 
has made necessary a heavy outlay for col- 
lege housing. In addition, extra clerical help 
lor extra paper work has put the cost of edu- 
' eating a veteran 10 to 15 per cent above that 
of a non- veteran student. 

This helps to explain why the average col- 
lege's expenses arc up 52 per cent over pre- 
war (some schools report expense Increases 
of from 100 to 400" per cent), while tuition 
was up only 19.7 per cent. 

As an added complication, endowment In- 
come Is down an average of nearly eight per 
cent. And one out of six of the surveyed col- 
leges reported that 100 per cent or more of 
their working capital was tied up by the vet- 
erans administration's present policy of pay- 
ing tuition and fees only In arrears. 

Almost halt the colleges questioned by Mr. 
Reck have had to seek extra funds. They have 
cither borrowed from banks, used current 
gltts, or conducted special campaigns. Some 
have done all three. 

Most college presidents, Mr. Reck found, 
are fearful ot the luture. What Is going to 
happen, they ask. If labor and material costs 
and salaries continue to rise when tho so- 
called 01 boom Is over? Most colleges will be 
left with over-developed plants, some of them 
ot poor wattime or postwar construction. 
Tuition canf be raised Indefinitely to meet 
higher coata. For coUegc administrators, in 
their role ot businessmen, have the buslness- 
., n^n's tear ot Vprlclng themselves out of tho 
■-■-aiwiEet''

Tlie tew members who have dL1cu.^scd the subject 
with President Ituman and Secretary Marshall are 
sUU breathless and unable to collect tJieIr thoughts or 
mlgh their rcacUon.i. They believe the proposal to 
be tar more Important than our deeblona U> enter 
World wars I and II. 

BURDENS— Members like Rep. Charlen A. Eiilon of 
New Jcney and Ben. Arthur II. Vandenberg of Mich- 
igan rccall'only Iko steps In our history that arc at 
all comporable. and then only In a small way. 

They compare Uin program to (1) adoption of the 
Uonroe doctrine and (3) to our acceptance of certain 
Imperlallstlo burdent atter our defeat of Spain, our 
plunge InUi tlie "open door" ot the Orient, the virtual 
annexation ot Cuba and the Philippines, and the 
eventual construction of tho Panama canal for the 
advantage of the two-ocean navy made ncccuory by 
this sudden widening of our historic horlxons. 

And In tlie back of foreign relations experts' mind 
stirs the uneasy quciUon: "Does this mean eventual 
war with Russio?" 

TRANSLATED— An exciting and upsetting report 
on their recent visit ta Buenos Aires as guests ot 
Dictator Peron and Argentine unions has been sub- 
mitted to a smoll group here by spokesmen tor tlie 
APL and railway Ubor group which competed the 
mission. It throws ■ revealing light on the man still 
tinder EUiplcIon by' a certain faction In our state 
departmenL 

Although he greeted the vUlton cordially at an 
official reception. President Peron soon summoned 
Uiem to the government palace, delivered a ahnrp 
lecture nnd ordered them out ot the countrj". It 
seemed tliat the delegation had explained In a public 
statement that they had come to "aun-ey" labor and 
economic conditions. The B. A. newspopers translated 
"sun'cy" to mean "Itiveallgate." 

To South Amcrlcsni tho word as transluted refers 
only to a grand Jury "InvcsUgotlon" leading to on 
Indictment for crime. Peron Informed them that 
Arnentlne wns a sovereign notion, and that he would 
not tolerate outside inlcrcfcrence. Ho apparently 
thought thot they were trj-lng to dig up some "dirt" 
on his administration. Through the Intervention of 
tho American embassy, they were allowed to remain 
after the matter had been explained. 

HASTE— Another curious episode was tho haste with 
which they were hunled out of B. A. on tho morning 
of their arrival. Tliey were hustled Into tho nenrby 
countrj'sldo wltli tlie explanation that "we ore holding 
an election today, and anything can happen when we 
go to tho polls." 

AH but one ot Peron's cabinet members are trada 
union men. and he Is extremely popular with labor. 
He has given them many bcnetlti they did not enjoy 
before. But the vlsilora were told that tho head of 
the Argentine Labor federation, after making charges 
against Peron, "was never heard of again." 

Tho delegation concluded that, although labor may 
have gained under Peron's tavor. It wos not "free."
